Cooking Strawberries. 


Strawberries on an average contain 
over 90 per cent of water, and may 
have almost 5 per cent more than that. 
They may also be water soaked in a 
rainy season. Besides, they have no 
cellular framework like the 95 per 
cent watermelon. One way to cook 
them successfully is to shorten the 
time to five minutes or so, not using 
any water, and only a few berries with 
sugar at a time, as recently described 
here. Otherwise use a perfect and 
thick sirup, but it requires no end of 
expertness to make and use this, with 
a thermometer, and strict attention.

Two weeks after I had tried to an- 
tleipate the matter of making straw- 
berry jam, and before the article ap- 
peared, I got a letter which said: “I 
have been canning strawberries for the 
last two seasons, and the result is far 
from being satisfactory. I make a 
\sirup of water and shgar, and when 
.it has boiled for about ten minutes I 
|put the strawberries in for ten or, fif- 
teen minutes, and the result is a sweet 
sirup without strawberries—the straw- 
berries having dissolved into-the wa- 
ter.”

The writer wants to know how to 
can strawberries so that they will keep 
their shape and color, It cannot be 
done. Strawberries shrink so much 
cooked in the can by the cold pack 
method that it is not worth while. 
They can be preserved with more or 
less success. 

If you want color and somewhat of

you .can follow the old recipes and 
crush the berries. 

There is one thing, however, which 
we are forgetting, The .cld recipes 
always say to have the berries fresh 
picked and firm. These old recipes, in 
other words, ask for that much perfec- 
tion. The market berries which are 
dry and not faced up are best for pre- 
serving but market strawberries mostly 


leave much to be desired when we
